his 
clothes 
found at Rush City were blood m ark­ 
ed. 
Mr. Clements, for 
the defense, 
stated to the jury that locating W al­ 
ter at the spot of the m urder was 
the only evidence h at would be of 
force in proving W alter Whitbeck a 
murderer, and that th at presumably 
rests on the word of W illiam Strick­ 
land. who found the dead body and 
reported it to the widow. As this 
would conflict with the evidence giv­ 
en by Strickland before the coroner's 
jury. the defense proposes to find 
out why he has changed. Mr. Clem­ 
ents also stated th at W alter W hit­ 
beck had formerly lived for a tim e 
at St. Paul and Rush City. Minn., 
and that he announced th at he was 
going to revisit the old scenes there, 
and sent back souvenir cards from 
each place he visited.

The G reat N ew Brew ery. 
Recently a Tribune reporter m ade 
a tour of the new institution as the 
guest of Carl Michel, and it was in­ 
deed an entertaining trip.
